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Care home 
fury grows 
as closure 
review set 
in motion

THE council’s ruling Conserva¬ 
tives have come under fire 
again from political opponents 
after radical reforms to adult 
social care services took an¬ 
other stride towards coming 
into force. 

Earlier this week Medway 
Council started a consultation 
process into proposals - one of 
which would see Rochester’s 
Balfour Day Centre closed, with 
another to sell Nelson Court 
residential home in Chatham 
and to outsource care at Robert 
Bean Lodge in Rochester and 
Platters Farm Lodge in Rain- 
ham to independent providers. 

The council insist if the pro¬ 
posals go ahead residents in all 
three homes would still get the 
same quality of services already 


delivered. But Labour oppo¬ 
nents have slammed the Con¬ 
servative-led council’s plans, 
blaming “cutting essential care 
homes and front-line services 
as a direct result of their fiscal 
incompetence”. 

Cllr Teresa Murray, Labour 
candidate for Rochester East, 
said: “These moves are surely 
necessitated in part by the fact 
the Tories are predicted to over¬ 
spend by £7.9m on capital and 
revenue budgets this year. 

“As such, they have esti¬ 
mated they will save £lm per 
annum by outsourcing resi¬ 
dential care to the cheapest 
provider. In addition to this the 
closure of the Balfour Centre 
will save a further £200,000 
per annum. 

“The Conservatives have

SHOPPING 

We’re one step ahead of the queen 
of shops, Mary Portas, says council

TOWN centre chiefs have hit back at 
criticism of Britain’s high streets by 
queen of shops Mary Portas, insisting 
they are already taking the steps neces¬ 
sary to breathe new life into them. 

Portas, appointed by David Cameron 
to head an independent review into the 
future of the high street, has urged town 
centres to be made more inviting and 
also offer lower car parking charges. 
And Medway Council insists it is do¬ 


ing just that. A spokesman said: “We 
have an interesting and eclectic mix of 
shops as well as two bustling street mar¬ 
kets, and we want to do all we can to in¬ 
crease footfall and ensure they thrive. 

“The council runs a range of schemes 
to encourage people to shop local and, 
for the third year running, is providing 
free parking for shoppers in the run up 
to Christmas, from Monday to Thurs¬ 
day this week. 

“We’ve also kept parking charges 
some of the lowest in Kent by freezing 
them for the past three years and run a 


range of free festivals to get people onto 
our high streets. 

“Regeneration is well under way 
across Medway, with work in Chatham, 
such as the new bus station, and 
Rochester, opening up the waterfront 
and already attracting interest from 
investors. 

“The new rail station at Gilling¬ 
ham is also nearing completion and at 
the heart of all this work is the aim to 
transform our town centres and attract 
investment to the area that will benefit 
businesses and help them thrive.”

'All views will be heard’ in care homes closure consultation

already pre-budgeted for the 
privatisation and closure of 
these homes, as indicated in 
the budget and second quarter 
budget statement. We there¬ 
fore believe the Conservatives 
have already reached a con¬ 
clusion before the consultation 
has even begun.” 

However, the Tories have 
hit back saying the process is 
entirely open and transparent 
and insisting no final decision 
have been made. 

Three consultations started 
on Monday and will each run 
until February 9. 

One proposal would see Nel¬ 
son Court sold, and care out¬ 
sourced at Robert Bean Lodge 
and Platters Farm Lodge while 
the council retains ownership 
of the two buildings. 

The second consultation is 
on a proposal to close the Bal¬ 
four Day Centre following a 
significant drop in the number 
of people using the facility as 
more users opt for so-called 
‘personalised budgets’. These 
budgets give users the freedom 
to choose how they spend the 


money available for them on 
the kind of activities and serv¬ 
ices they need and want. 

In addition, the council is 
holding a third consultation 
on proposals to make contribu¬ 
tions for adult social care serv¬ 
ices fairer for all. 

The council says this propos¬ 
al aims to ensure all who bene¬ 
fit from social care services sup¬ 
port make a fair contribution to 
their care regardless of the type 
of support they receive. 
Mean-testing 

Currently, charges for social 
services are based on the type 
of social care services delivered. 
For example, Medway Council 
collects contributions for resi¬ 
dential, respite and home care 
services, but does not charge 
for day care or transport. This 
means that, due to the nature 
of the support they receive, 
some service users do not pay. 

It is proposed that all services 
will now be means-tested and 
users will make a contribution 
if they have savings of above 
£23,500. 

Cllr David Brake, portfolio 
holder for adult services, said: 
“We aim to consult on all these 


proposals for changes and I 
would urge all service users, 
their carers and families, staff 
and other interested parties to 
please take an active part in 
this consultation. 

“I want to ensure everyone’s 
views are heard as these will 
help the council’s cabinet form 
their decision on these propos¬ 
als following the consultation 
next year.” 

But Labour is less than hap¬ 
py. Cllr Murray added: “They 
have deliberately ignored more 
suitable proposals, including 
the establishment of a council- 
controlled social partnership 
which would allow those with 
personalised budgets access to 
publicly-owned services. 

“The Conservatives have not 
been honest about the num¬ 
bers using care home facilities 
and have, over three years, led 
the reduction in attendance 
numbers after they changed 
eligibility thresholds in 2008 
which may have caused a re¬ 
duction in numbers and qual¬ 
ity of service provision. 

“They have also totally mis¬ 
managed the communications 
process surrounding these 


proposals, with reports of staff 
being gagged, or staff and resi¬ 
dents finding out the informa¬ 
tion secondhand through the 
media, which is totally unac¬ 
ceptable and insensitive. 

“Over 100 people attended 
last Thursday’s committee 
meeting - including service 
users, their families, and con¬ 
cerned residents - voicing 
concerns about the proposals. 
Nonetheless, the Tory-led com¬ 
mittee still went ahead with 
the decision to send this to con¬ 
sultation. 

Demands 

“We hope the Conserva¬ 
tives will listen to residents 
but the omens are not good. 
We demand the Tories take 
into account the views of all 
stakeholders, and should those 
stakeholders reject the propos¬ 
al, that they be listened to.” 

Cllr Brake denied Labour’s 
claims and that all decisions 
would be made only after hear¬ 
ing the results of the consulta¬ 
tion. 

Cllr Brake said: “It is typical 
of Labour to try and pre-judge 
the consultation before it has 
been completed and I urge all 


those engaged in the debate 
to act responsibly and not to 
cause unnecessary stress for 
residents, relatives and staff. 

“These proposals are now 
out to consultation, which will 
be full, open and transparent, 
and this presents an opportuni¬ 
ty for all alternatives and views 
to be considered. 

“No final decisions have 
been made and I would en¬ 
courage everyone to engage 
in this process, the results of 
which will be carefully consid¬ 
ered when the council makes 
its decision next year. 

“Staff have not been gagged 
and will be fully involved in 
this discussion. If the proposals 
do go ahead then any savings 
predicated on them would not 
be fully realised until the next 
financial year and therefore it 
is wrong to suggest, as Labour 
has, that any conclusion has 
been reached before the con¬ 
sultation has begun.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 


^Unemployment rises 

THE total number of unemployed people in 
Kent is up 318 to 35,720, according to the latest 
figures for the three months to October. 

Dover suffered the worst with 118 more 
people out of work followed by Swale at 65, 
Shepway, 54, and Thanet, 44. 

Three boroughs saw their jobless total fall 
- Dartford, by 62, Tunbridge Wells, 13, and 
Canterbury, 12. In Medway the jobless total was 
up 21 to 7,139. 

^ Jail for teenage killer 

TEENAGER Farid Hussani has been sentenced 
to five years in a young offenders' institute 
after he admitted the manslaughter of Osman 
Sherzad at a flat in Marine Terrace, Folkestone, 
on January 24. 

Hussani, who had denied murder, was on trial 
with five other men. Osman Sherzad, 17, from 
Channel House, Bradstone Road, Folkestone, 
died after a single stab wound was inflicted dur¬ 
ing a fight involving rival groups at the flat. 

^Beating metal theft 

SCRAP metal dealers across the county were 
visted by police officers this week as part in a 
national day of action to combat metal thefts. 

During the visits log books and other paper¬ 
work were scrutinised and vehicles searched. 

Officers also used ultraviolet technology to 
check metals for signs of forensic water mark¬ 
ing solutions that may indicate the metal has 
been stolen. 

Chief Supt Steve Corbishley said: "Not only is 
metal theft a crime, but it often leaves a lasting 
impact on communities." 


TRANSPORT 

Relief as road diverts traffic from 
town centre and speeds up travel 


A MAJOR relief road that will 
ease much of the traffic stress 
in the centre of Sittingbourne 
has finally been finished. 

Known at the Sittingbourne 
Northern Relief Road, it is just 
0.87 miles long and took two 
years to build, ahead of sched¬ 
ule despite two bad winters. 

The single carriageway is to 
the north east of the town and 
includes bridges over Milton 
Creek and the Sittingbourne 
and Kemsley Light Railway. 

It was part of a missing link, 
and now connects sections 
between Grovehurst inter¬ 
change on the A249 and 
Ridham Avenue, plus between 
Castle Road and the East Hall 
Farm residential development. 


The council said bypass¬ 
ing the town centre will 
reduce traffic there and bring 
forward regeneration thanks to 
improved and more reliable ac¬ 
cess to the Eurolink Business 
Estate and East Hall Farm 
residential development. 

Eventually, the £35 million 
relief road will link the A249 
and the A2, including a route 
round Bapchild. 

It was paid for with £23m 
from the Department for 
Transport, almost £8m from 
the Housing and Communities 
Agency, £4m from developers, 
and £80,000 from KCC. 

The completion ceremony 
was held this week marking 
the completion of the much- 


needed road, and the public 
opening is next week. 

The ceremony was at¬ 
tended by KCC Swale Central 
councillor Mike Whiting, leader 
of Swale Borough Council Cllr 
Andrew Bowles, and Mayor of 
Swale, Cllr Ben Stokes. 

Cllr Whiting said: "After such 
a long time in the planning, it is 
great to see the road opening. 

"Times are hard for every¬ 
one and this new road will, I 
believe, benefit the town, its 
businesses and the eventual 
regeneration of Sittingbourne. 

"As well as that, it will 
relieve congestion and make 
the lives of those living in and 
working along the northern 
relief road so much better." 
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^Funeral for ex-marine 

AROUND 600 mourners this week attended the 
funeral of a former Royal Marine found dead in 
a suspected murder on Reunion Island in the 
Indian Ocean. 

Carl Davies, 33, from Maidstone, who taught 
at the Isle of Sheppey Academy until August, 
was discovered in a ravine last month. Fie had 
been beaten and possibly sexually assaulted. 

His funeral was held in Bobbing, near 
Sittingbourne. 

^Tutor solves spy code 

A PUZZLE set by GCHQ as a part of a 
code-cracker recruitment drive has been solved 
by a University of Greenwich computer lecturer 
at Medway. 

Dr Gareth Owen spent around eight hours 
solving it, and his three explanation videos have 
been viewed more than 75,000 times on YouTube. 

He said: "While the puzzle is challenging, for 
someone with in-depth experience in computer 
security it is relatively straightforward." 

^Firemen fighting litter 

A CAMPAIGN to keep Medway clean, green and 
safe is supported by Kent Fire and Rescue Service. 

The Love Medway campaign against fly tip¬ 
ping and littering is backed by the fire service 
as part of its work in reducing deliberate and 
accidental outdoor fires. The cab doors of three 
fire trucks will bear the Love Medway logo to 
increase awareness of the dangers caused by 
dumped rubbish and litter being set alight. 


EDUCATION 

Fears expanding grammar schools 
will ‘cream off most gifted pupils 


THE Government decision to stop parents object¬ 
ing to Kent and Medway grammar schools from 
getting bigger will have no effect in the county. 

That's according to Kent County Council's 
cabinet member for education, learning and 
skills, Cllr Mike Whiting. 

Campaigners are worried the announcement 
from education secretary Michael Gove will 
strip them of a right to object. It is claimed some 
schools will be left with so few pupils as gram¬ 
mars cream off academically gifted students, 
they will be left fighting for their existence. 

Mr Gove revealed the Government is scrap¬ 
ping restrictions on the expansion of the most 
popular schools. 

Now those against the move said it will mean 
weaker schools will come under increased fi¬ 
nancial pressure as their pupil numbers dwindle. 

Margaret Tulloch, secretary of the pressure 
group Comprehensive Future, said: "By allow¬ 
ing grammar schools to expand, this will allow 
them to cream off more of the more academic 
children from the non-selective schools. 

"This will make it harder for [those schools] 
to hit [GCSE] targets, so it will be more of a 
struggle for them, and there will be no way they 
can object if another school wants to expand." 

But Cllr Whiting said: "KCC will continue to 
ensure there are sufficient places available in 


the rich and diverse mix of schools in Kent. 

"The Government has cleared the way for 
schools of all types to expand where there 
is parental demand, and this will undoubtedly in¬ 
clude both selective and non-selective provision. 

“KCC will continue to monitor pupil numbers 
and, where necessary, support proportional 
expansion of schools in order to make the most 
of the Government's new freedoms set out in 
the revised School Admissions Code." 

And Medway Council's portfolio holder for 
children's services, Cllr Les Wicks, added: “The 
new admissions code will give greater freedom 
to own admissions authority schools, such as 
academies, voluntary aided schools and founda¬ 
tion schools to increase their role, or published 
admissions number. However, any change to 
the criteria for the actual selection process will 
continue to require consultation." 

The Government has also warned that from 
next year, it wants to impose a minimum stand¬ 
ard for secondary schools to achieve 40 per cent 
of its pupils securing five good GCSEs, including 
English and maths. Those that don't could be 
turned in to academies. 

The Department for Education said: 

"Ministers remain of the view that the number 
of places in a school are best determined by 
schools themselves." 


RNLI 

Lifeboat hero 
recognised for 
his dedication 
to saving lives

IT HAS been 30 years since the 
coxswain of the Sheerness life¬ 
boat took the helm - he’s had 
brushes with death more times 
than he can remember and 
saved thousands of lives, but 
he wouldn’t change a thing. 

Robin Castle, 57, has now 
been given a 30-year long serv¬ 
ice award. 

He said: “It was at our Christ¬ 
mas dinner when we take the 
wives and families out to thank 
them for putting up with eve¬ 
rything, when they gave me 
my badge, which was great.” 

He is a paid employee of the 
RNLI and has no intention of 
stepping aside any time soon. 

“It’s in my blood now. I could 
have retired at 5 5, but decided 
to stay on. I am not planning to 
retire any time soon,” he said. 

Robin has been the coxswain 
of the Sheerness lifeboat since 
December, 1981, before which 
he was the skipper of a Medway 
Port Authority patrol boat. 


The RNLI crews, many of 
whom are volunteers, provide 
a maritime search and rescue 
service for the Kent coast from 
the lifeboat station. 

Mr Castle, who received 
an MBE in the Queen’s New 
Year Honours List in January, 
2010, said: “I love this job, but 
it can be dangerous. The worst 
incident was during the great 
hurricane of 1987. I was pre¬ 
sented with a bronze medal for 
gallantry by the RNLI for what 
happened that night. 

“It was at about 5am and 
winds were in excess of 90 
knots at Garrison Point. 

“The coastguard at Oueen- 
borough harbour asked us to 
check out a report of red flares 
seen off Allhallows. What 
would have normally been a 
quick passage was quite time 
consuming because of the 
weather. It was very scary too. 

“I had all the crew put their 
lifejacket lights on, and we 
were all clipped to the boat 
with lifelines, just in case. That 
was very unusual. 


“We spotted a small craft 
that was being swamped. We 
got alongside but the men on 
board couldn’t hear us calling 
to them because of the wind. 

“Finally, we managed to get 
both off and then their boat dis¬ 
appeared. It was a close call. 

“They had been angling and 
at midnight there wasn’t a 
breath of wind. They had no idea 
a hurricane was on its way. 

“That was a hairy one - it’s a 
job that really stands out.” 

Of the changes in the service 
over his three decades, he said: 
“The biggest have been the 
boats we use. There have also 
been massive improvements in 


safety and of course the train- THREE 
ing is 100 per cent better.”

But she plucked up enough courage to read 
her letter during their version of the surprise hit 
song by the Military Wives Choir. 

Jordan said: “I wanted to write the letter for all 
the men and women who are out there fighting 
in Afghanistan and Iraq.” 

The 15-year-old added: “It was also a way to 
get a message to my dad through YouTube. 

“I thought if he could see me reading the letter 
rather than just getting it in the post, then it 
would mean more to him, and let him know that 
we are thinking of him even though we can’t be 
with him this Christmas.” 

Her father is Sgt Allen Oliver who will be on 
the frontline in 2nd Battalion, the Mercian Regi¬ 
ment in Afghanistan this Christmas. 

He has since seen the film of the performance 
on YouTube. 

Her mother is Sgt Angela Oliver who is the in 
Adjutant General Corp (SPS) working with the 
32 Engineer Regiment, Hohne. She was de¬ 
ployed to Afghanistan earlier this year. 

Close to tears herself, Jordan reads out her 
letter to her father during the song. 

She wrote: “Dear Daddy, I was hoping that 
you would get home before Christmas, but no 
worries. I know how important it is, your work 
in Afghanistan. I can’t wait until I get to see you. 
I’m taller than Mum now! Come home. We 
all miss you very much. Love you and miss you 
millions, Dad. Jords.” 

Sgt Oliver has since been in touch by email 
with a message for Jordan saying: “Please tell 
her I am so proud of her.” 

Most of the children who attend the boarding 
school have parents in the Armed Forces. 

After the choir’s performance, headmaster 
Charles Johnson said: “Many of our children will 
be separated from parents deployed this Christ¬ 


mas, but Jordan has been particularly coura¬ 
geous; both of her parents, Alan and Angela, 
have served in Afghanistan this year and no 
sooner had her mother returned than her father 
left for the frontline. 

“Her message is heartfelt and speaks for all of 
us. There wasn’t a dry eye in the audience when 
the children sang this at our winter concert.” 

The recording was produced by the school’s 
choirmaster James Robinson after hearing a re¬ 
quest from Radio 2 DJ Chris Evans for choirs 
across the country to send in recordings. 

Their song has been played on the radio this 
week. 

It gained more than 2,500 views and 770 
‘Likes’ in just 24 hours and the support of the 
Military Wives themselves, who’ve posted it on 
their own Facebook page. 

Military Wives choir member, Kerry Riva, 
emailed the school to lend her support, and added: 
“I’m one of the Military Wives and have just seen 
your performance of our song on YouTube. 

“I cried. It’s amazing to think that you wanted 
to do the song, and thought it was a fabulous 
performance - well done - you make us very 
proud thank you, X.” 

Dukie’s choirmaster James Robinson added: 
“We hope it will get played so that it can be 
heard by military families across the country 
and the troops deployed across the world this 
Christmas.” 

The Military Wives’ Choir is now officially 
bookies’ favourite to become Christmas 
number one with their song being released on 
December 19.

Departing KCC chief’s 
legacy is ‘disruption for 
very little advantage’

THE leader of the Liberal Democrat party at Kent 
County Council said she has many worries about 
the way the authority’s £197,000-a-year ‘boss’ 
is suddenly leaving. 

Cllr Trudy Dean is also the chairman of KCC’s 
cabinet security committee, and vice chairman 
of the corporate policy overview and scrutiny 
committee, but even so was not party to discus¬ 
sions about the departure of group managing 
director Katherine Kerswell because she is in 
opposition to the ruling Tories. 

She is angry the reasons and build-up to Mrs 
Kerswell’s departure, announced last Thursday, 
appears to be a closely guarded secret. 

Cllr Dean also wonders why her settlement, 
thought to be around £400,000, will be confi¬ 
dential until next year, and is concerned her 
work with the council has resulted in an “enor¬ 
mous amount of disruption”. 

In her 18 months at County Hall, Mrs Kerswell 
is said to have changed the entire council 
structure, from being “highly departmental to 
one based on the whole organisation working 
together for the people of Kent”. 


She is leaving at the end of the month to 
research better ways of making large organisa¬ 
tions work well. 

The Conservatives on the council now have 
the opportunity to eliminate her position com¬ 
pletely to save money, something Cllr Dean is 
worried about. 

Mrs Kerswell replaced Peter Gilroy who was 
the £2 50,000 a year chief executive of the coun¬ 
cil. The job name changed to group managing 
director with her arrival. 

Cllr Dean said: “The manner of her leaving is 
confusing to say the least. We are told the part¬ 
ing of the ways has been amicable and she is just 
leaving to pursue other parts of her career. 

“But she has not been at her desk for, I think, 
almost two months. There is no reason for that if 
it was amicable. There is no reason why she 
shouldn’t be at her desk today. 

“Also if it was amicable, then she should only 
be paid what she is statutorily entitled to, and 
not any more. That figure is secret, but I don’t 
see any reason why it is. 

“There is no reason why the figure should not 
be publicised. It will be published next year in the 
county council accounts. 

“I think the restructure she has put in place is

not the correct one. We opposed it at the time. 

“It has resulted in an enormous amount of 
disruption to the county council for very little 
advantage. At the end of the day, we started of 
with five departments, and we finished up with 
five departments. 

“We still have one of the largest central senior 
management teams of any authority. We still 
have a very high number of people who are paid 
more than £100,000. 

“So from that point of view, I don’t accept that 
what she has done is mind-changing. 

“I think it’s too early to tell if that’s worked be¬ 
cause she hasn’t stuck around long enough to 
find out.” 

When asked if she was pushed or jumped, Cllr 
Dean said: “That’s for people to make up their 
own mind about.”

Cot death booze alert 

"BOOZE and babies don’t mix" is the festive 
message from the NHS. 

A new campaign advises parents who have 
had a drink to make sure they don't faLL asleep 
with their babies, and to ensure toddlers are 
supervised. 

Dr Jonathan Sexton, a public health consult¬ 
ant from NHS Kent and Medway, said: "Alcohol 
can often be a contributory factor in cot death, as 
parents can be Less aware of the baby and may 
unintentionally roll onto them if sharing a bed. 

"We're not telling parents not to indulge over 
Christmas: just to remember alcohol and babies 
don't mix, and make sure toddlers are kept safe."

Leak alarm meters will save 
five million litres of water a day 


Bus service is 
to be extended 

THE Sheppey Matters' evening 
minibus service, which has 
been operating since June, has 
been extended for a further six 
months. 

The current service stops 
on December 23, and the new 
timetable will begin on 
January 3, after funding was 
secured by Cllr Ken Pugh. 

Up to three return trips are 
provided per evening, seven 
days a week, linking Blue Town/ 
Sheerness with Leysdown via 
Halfway, Minster, Eastchurch, 
Bay View and Warden.

NEW 'intelligent' water meters 
being installed by Kent 
supplier Southern Water are 
set to save more than five 
million litres of water a day by 
helping to pinpoint leaks on or 
around customers' pipes. 

Between now and 2015, the 
company is fitting 500,000 
meters for households across 
Kent, Hampshire, and Sussex- 
a region which is officially 
defined as ‘water stressed'. 

Jon Crooke of Southern 
Water, said: "Around 20 per 
cent of leaks occur on 
customers' pipes. The meters 
we are installing are the most 
advanced in the water industry 
and include a leak alarm' to 


help more easily detect when 
water is escaping from 
household supply pipes or 
internal pipework. We estimate 
fitting meters with leak alarms 
across our area will save 
enough water to meet the 
needs of over 37,000 people a 
day. That's the same number 
of people as it would take to fill 
Gillingham's Priestfield 
Stadium three times over." 

The metering programme 
was launched in late 2010 in 
Medway. Households in Gilling¬ 
ham have had meters put in 
recently, with work underway 
around Sittingbourne, and the 
Isle of Sheppey to follow in the 
coming months.

Family’s loving tribute 
to ‘cherished daughter’ 
killed in three-car crash

THE Sittingbourne family of a 
teenage law student who was 
killed in a horror car smash, 
have issued a loving statement 
as a tribute to their daughter. 

April George was studying 
criminal justice at the Medway 
campus of the University of 
Kent. 

The 19-year-old was killed 
in a smash on the A2 in Rain- 
ham, close to Moor Street, on 
Wednesday, December 7. 

Her dad Steven was behind 
the wheel of the family Peugeot 
206 as they drove home from 
April’s grandparents. 

A collision occurred and Ste¬ 
ven suffered bleeding from his 
spleen and a fractured pelvis, 
but is battling against the inju¬ 
ries in hospital. His condition is 
said to be serious but stable. 

However, April passed away 
in hospital the following day 
with her family close by. 

The statement from her fami¬ 
ly read: “April, ‘Ape’ or 'A' as 
she was more commonly known 
as by friends and family was in¬ 
volved in a collision not far from 
her home, whilst travelling 
home from visiting her grand¬ 
parents. 

“She then tragically passed 
away in the early hours of the 
following morning whilst in 
hospital surrounded by her 
loving family. 

“April was 19-years-old and 
although sadly she only had a 
short life it was a happy and 
fulfilled one. She went to a local 
primary school, followed by Ful- 
ston Manor secondary school 
where she was an A* student. 

“April brought sunshine to 
every day with her bubbly per¬ 
sonality, kind heart, beautiful 
smile and infectious laugh. She 
was an extremely popular and 
talented girl. 

“April made friends with 
everybody she met and was an 
absolute joy to be around. 


“Following school, April 
worked as a receptionist at 
Sheerness Dental Surgery be¬ 
fore recently enrolling at Kent 
University to study criminal 
law; this was a very proud mo¬ 
ment for April and her family. 

“April was a loved and cher¬ 
ished daughter, sister, grand¬ 
daughter, niece, cousin and 
most importantly, the best friend 
anybody could ever wish for. She 
will always be in our hearts, 
missed but never forgotten.” 

An inquest has been opened 
and adjourned. The short 
hearing was told April died 
from multiple injuries, and a 
full hearing will be scheduled 


by the coroner at a later date. 

The driver of another car 
involved in the three-car inci¬ 
dent, 2 9-year-old Pole Mateusz 
Makiewicz, has been charged 
with causing death by careless 
driving. 

Makiewicz, of Canterbury 
Road, Sittingbourne, appeared 
before magistrates in Chatham, 
and cried as the case was ad¬ 
journed. 

A female driver of a Citroen 
Picasso also involved in the ac¬ 
cident, suffered a broken wrist, 
toe and a deep cut to her knee 
cap.

Saga backing for our campaign

KENT-BASED business Saga 
has put its weight behind Sur¬ 
viving Winter campaign.

Equally you do not have to be 
an older person to help.” 

The company director said 
Saga backed universal pay¬ 
ment for heating in general. 

She said: “Every pensioner 
should get heating help. Means 
testing costs a lot to administer. 
This is simpler and more suc¬ 
cessful in getting help where it 
is needed.”

A SENIOR Tory councillor has been 
forced to apologise after saying putting 
residents’ car parking permits out to 
public consultation would be like “ask¬ 
ing turkeys to vote for Christmas”. 

His comments caused uproar among 
political opponents, with the leader of 
the local Liberal Democrats declaring 
them “disgraceful”. 

The incident occurred at Tunbridge 
Wells Town Hall during the latest heat¬ 
ed debate into proposed changes to car 
parking charges. 

At a previous meeting it had been 
proposed to lift the cost of hourly park¬ 
ing charges in many of the town centre 
council-run car parks. 

However, no firm decision would 
be taken until after the moves had been 
put out to public consultation which 


gets under way this month. 

Yet plans to hike residents’ parking 
permits from £40 to £60 were not to go 
to consultation and instead were rub¬ 
ber-stamped and will come into force 
next April. 

Liberal Democrats have been fiercely 
critical of the Tory-led council’s parking 
policy and had originally called the de¬ 
cision in. 

That was thrown out, earlier this 
month, with Lib Dem leader David Neve 
storming out of the meeting. 

But on Wednesday night, as he put 
pressure on the Tories to explain their 
reasoning behind not going to get the 
public’s views on permit price hikes, 
Brian Ransley, planning and trans¬ 
portation portfolio holder told the full 
council meeting that “to go to consulta¬ 
tion would be like asking turkeys to vote 
for Christmas”. 

Cllr Neve said: “I couldn’t believe 


it when he said it. It was disgraceful. 
There is no reason to not put the per¬ 
mit proposals out to consultation and 
for Cllr Ransley to then say that was 
incredible.” 

On Thursday a sheepish Cllr Rans¬ 
ley, councillor for Capel ward, added: 
“I apologise if any offence was caused, 
certainly none was intended. ” 

The Lib Dems say during the meeting 
the council confirmed the cost of admin¬ 
istering the permits cost £86. Cllr Neve 
suggested this would pave the way for 
further price hikes in the future. 

He added: “It was confirmed that the 
cost of postage and stationary for the 
permits was £1.66. And that the rest of 
the £86 went of civil enforcement and 
the signing and approving of the per¬ 
mits and bays. 

“Yet if you look at Norman Road, for 
example, the bays have clearly not seen 
a lick of paint for years. It’s a disgrace.”

Father and son get 14 years 
for series of bank robberies

A FATHER and son family ‘business’ came to an 
abrupt end when the Sheerness pair were each 
locked up for 14 years for a series of robberies. 

The duo planned and executed a number of 
cash-in-transit bank robberies in Kent and Surrey. 

The raids were carried out by Peter Clarkson, 
56, and his 34-year-old son Peter. 

They were found guilty by a jury at Maidstone 
Crown Court of con¬ 
spiracy to rob between 
July 23-September 10, 

2009. Clarkson senior, 
of Hartlip Close, and 
Clarkson junior, of Mills 
Close, both in Sheer¬ 
ness, were charged fol¬ 
lowing a joint investiga¬ 
tion by the Kent and 
Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate and Metro¬ 
politan Police. 

The court was told 
that between July and September 2009, a total 
of more than £90,000 was stolen during raids at 
five banks. 

The court heard the duo demonstrated the or¬ 
ganised nature of their criminality, through pri¬ 
or planning of the assaults on security staff. 

The jury was told they used violence towards 


the security guards in order to steal bags of cash 
and then escaped in a getaway car. 

The robberies took place at the NatWest in 
High Street, Sheerness on July 24, 2009; HSBC 
bank in Trinity Road, Sheerness on August 14, 
2009; HSBC bank in Broadway, Bexleyheath 
on August 21, 2009; Lloyds TSB bank in High 
Street, Sidcup on September 2, 2009; and 
Lloyds TSB bank in London Road, Redhill on 
September 8, 2009. 

Sentencing the pair, Judge Joy said they had 
clearly planned and 
prepared for each of the 
offences. 

After the hearing, 
Det Con Dean Syca¬ 
more, from the Kent 
and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, said: 
‘I am delighted with 
the sentences that have 
been imposed. 

“The security guards 
they targeted have a 
right to able to go about 
their work without the fear of being attacked.” 

“Thankfully nobody was seriously injured in 
any of the incidents, and both father and son 
now face the prospect of many years behind bars 
to think about what it is they have done.”

IT WAS supposed to be an hour long journey to 
see his grand child. But an 82-year-old man 
spent more than 30 hours on the M2 5 after 
getting lost. 

Dennis Leighton had left his home at 7.30pm 
in Windsor, Berkshire, on Monday night to 
make the one-hour trip to Swanley to see his 
daughter Hazel and his grandson who was born 
in June. 

It was a journey he had made a number of 
times. 

Yet when he did not arrive, his worried 
daughter rang the police and reported him as 
missing - sparking an alert and public appeal for 
information. 

Police kicked down the door of his home in 
case he had not left the property, but could find 
no trace. 

Then his silver Vauxhall estate was spotted on 
Tuesday morning in Dartford - just six miles 
from his destination. 

His details were then circulated to the local 
media who publicised his disappearance. 


But on Wednesday morning, his car was 
picked up by an automatic number plate 
recognition camera in south London and police 
intercepted. 

A spokesman for the police said: “He was 
found safe and well in the early hours - he had 
got a little lost. 

“He had been driving around, predominantly 
on the M2 5, in the south of the country, but had 
also pulled off on some A-roads in the area. 

“We believe he also stopped at a service station 
to catch up on some much-needed sleep before 
setting off again.” 

Mr Deighton, described by neighbours as “a 
lovely man” was treated in hospital after his 
ordeal for hypothermia. 

It follows a similar incident last December 
when a 72-year-old grandfather spent three 
days driving around the M4 motorway after 
dropping his wife off at Gatwick Airport and then 
getting confused, amid heavy snow, as he tried 
to make his way home to Wiltshire. 

Mohammed Bellazrak went missing on De¬ 
cember 23 before finally being flagged down by 
police on Christmas Day after his car was picked 
up on a police camera.

£1,000 knocked off degree 
cost dismissed as ‘con trick’

A KENT university is one of 2 5 
to have been granted permis¬ 
sion to change its fee package 
just a week before the applica¬ 
tion deadline. 

Canterbury Christ Church 
University was given approval 
by the Office for Fair Access 
(OFFA) to offer a reduction in 
fees for a larger number of pro¬ 
spective students. 

Earlier this year, the univer¬ 
sity announced plans to in¬ 
crease its fees to £8,500 a year 
following the decision by the 
Government to allow institu¬ 
tions to raise their charges to as 
much as £9,000 from 2012. 

But in a last-minute tweak to 
its bursary packages, the uni¬ 
versity sought approval from 
OFFA to increase its fee-waivers 
- a reduction in fees - allowing 
more students to pay the lower 
amount of £7,500 or less. 

Universities were allowed to 
change their packages due to 
a late announcement of new 
expansion rules by the Govern-

ment, where number controls 
for 2012-13 were revised. 

OFFA said the 2 5 institutions 
to make llth-hour changes 
had done so in order to bid for a 
share of 20,000 extra universi¬ 
ty places, which were set aside 
for those charging an average 
fee of £7,500 or less, taking 
into account fee-waivers. 

Professor Sue Piotrowski, 
pro-vice chancellor (academic) 
for the university, said: “We 
have not changed or lowered 
our fees from our original an¬ 
nouncement of £8,500. 

“However, by amending 
what we can offer in financial 
help via an increase in fee- 
waivers, more prospective stu¬ 


dents could be paying £7,500 
or less to study here.” 

But the National Union of 
Students (NUS) accused insti¬ 
tutions of moving money from 
bursaries, where students see 
the money go into their pocket. 

NUS president Liam Burns 
said: “Fee-waivers are a con 
trick that will only benefit grad¬ 
uates earning enough to pay 
off their student loans within 
30 years. They help the Treas¬ 
ury, who have to spend less on 
loans, but are of no benefit to 
students whatsoever. ” 

But a spokeswoman at Can¬ 
terbury Christ Church Univer¬ 
sity said fee-waivers and bur¬ 
saries were two different things 
and the change would not im¬ 
pact bursaries. 

Universities submitted plans 
for tuition fees, bursaries and 
fee-waivers in April, but new 
measures in the Higher Educa¬ 
tion White Paper - believed to 
have been sparked by the high 
number of institutions charg¬ 
ing the maximum £9,000 
- meant universities were able 
to seek last-minute changes.

Doctor’s plea for pregnant 
women to get the flu jab as 
mother and baby almost die

HEALTH chiefs are urging 
pregnant women to have their 
winter flu jabs after it emerged 
four out of five mums-to-be had 
ignored advice. 

NHS Kent and Medway said 
it was concerned after the lat¬ 
est figures revealed that in east 
Kent, those at high risk had 
failed to get vaccinated. 

Two out of three younger at- 
risk patients, such as asthma 
sufferers and people with dia¬ 
betes, have not had a jab. Wor- 
ryingly, 80 per cent of preg¬ 
nant women have also ignored 
advice from health trusts. 

Enda Bashford, from Roches¬ 
ter, almost died along with her 
unborn baby earlier this year 
after catching flu while preg¬ 
nant with her third child. 

The 2 7-year-old is now front¬ 
ing an NHS Kent and Medway 
campaign to encourage all 
mums-to-be to get vaccinated.

“I saw that pregnant women 
should be vaccinated and I def¬ 
initely meant to go -1 took my 
older sons for their swine flu 
vaccine the year before - but 
I fell ill before I got round to 
making the appointment,” she 
said. “You don’t think it will 
ever happen to you but it did.” 

Husband Rob added: “I want 
all pregnant women and other 
people who should get the flu 
vaccine to have it. If someone 
in your family isn’t having the 
vaccine, make sure they do.” 

Most at risk of flu are all peo¬ 
ple aged over six months who 


have a serious long-term con¬ 
dition, such as asthma or dia¬ 
betes, all pregnant women and 
everyone aged over 65. They 
are all eligible for a free flu jab. 

Director of public health im¬ 
provement for Kent, Dr Declan 
O’Neill, said: “We think of flu 
as inconvenient, but anyone 
who has had it will tell you it’s 
more than that. 

“More than 600 people in 
the UK are known to have died 
as a result of flu last year, in¬ 
cluding nine pregnant women. 

“Women can be given the 
flu vaccine at any stage of their 
pregnancy and there is no risk 
to mum or baby. They will also 
pass antibodies to their babies, 
which protect the baby during 
its first six months, when the 
flu vaccine cannot be given. 

“I would urge everyone who 
is eligible for a flu jab to contact 
their GP practice to fix a time 
for their vaccination.”

KENT County Council is demanding the Gov¬ 
ernment change the “far from perfect” funding 
system for education. 

A letter sent to Secretary of State for Education 
Michael Gove says the current system does not 
meet the specific needs of pupils in each educa¬ 
tion authority. 

It has been signed by 24 of the lowest education 
funded local authorities in the country, and comes 
after the Government finished a three-month 
consultation on school funding in October. 

The consultation said there is an opportunity 
to improve the situation between the ‘haves and 
have nots’ in the state education system. 

The letter is part of the F40 campaign, a group 
of local authorities lobbying for fairer education 
funding. 

It was signed by KCC’s cabinet member for edu¬ 
cation, learning and skills, Cllr Mike Whiting. 

He said: “This is a once-in-a-generation oppor¬ 
tunity for the Government to undertake bold 
reform to school funding that will make a real 
difference to the education of children in Kent, 
and the other authorities represented in the 


letter. We feel the current system uses unreliable 
data and needs to be revisited.” 

The F40 campaign says the present system uses 
old data based on league tables which does not 
take into account the differences between rural, 
urban and inner London education authorities. 

Cllr Whiting said: “We welcome the huge 
amounts of extra money allocated to education 
by the Coalition government; however, we be¬ 
lieve that the underlying funding formula is still 
far from perfect. ” 

The campaign group says the current system 
has led to the funding gap between higher and 
lower funded councils getting larger and disad¬ 
vantaging children. 

It also criticises the Government’s latest 
policy, the Pupil Premium, designed to target 
children from disadvantaged families. It says it 
will not create the shift in funding required to 
fundamentally change the position of the poor¬ 
est funded authorities and schools. 

The group says it has concerns about the use 
of free school meals as the only indicator for 
targeting the Pupil Premium because there is a 
relatively low take-up of the meals in rural areas, 
and it does not necessarily reflect the poverty of 
some families.

Cllr Whiting added: “We welcome the Govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to change the funding sys¬ 
tem and making it fairer, and support a greater 
emphasis on a basic per pupil funding entitle¬ 
ment for all pupils based upon a clear assessment 
of need to break down disparities.” 

The Government has said that it does intend 
to reform education funding based on a national 
formula that will allocate money more consist¬ 
ently across the country, but it hasn’t promised 
any more money. 

Sarah Healey, director of funding at the de¬ 
partment for education speaking to the F40 
group, said: “The Government has made clear 
the current funding system is neither fair nor 
transparent. 

“However, these are times of limited resourc¬ 
es. This change is about getting the system right; 
not about getting more money into it. ”

Turn the pages of history 
to learn about life among 
the Victorian upper class

THE life of a Victorian up¬ 
per-class lady who lived to be 
101 years old is the subject of 
a new book which sheds light 
on life in the county in the 
19th century. 

Historian Helen Allinson of 
Sittingbourne has edited and 
transcribed a set of original di¬ 
aries which are now published 
entitled The Journal of a Victo¬ 
rian Lady: Louisa Thomas of 
Hollingbourne. 

“I have resolved to write all 
that befalls me with the great¬ 
est exactness,” reads the first 
diary entry of Louisa Thomas 
when she was aged 16. 

Helen said: “Wheen I com¬ 
piled a history of the village of 
Hollingbourne I became aware 
of the diaries and managed to 
track them down. 

“I felt they would be impor¬ 
tant and shed a lot of light on 
the lives of people of a certain 
class at that time in history. 

“I found the whole process 
of transcribing and editing the 
diaries a once in a lifetime priv¬ 
ilege and pleasure.” 

Louisa was born in 1810 and 
faithfully wrote a journal for 
most of her long life, which was 
at the height of the Victorian age 
of Empire when Britain’s influ¬ 
ence spanned the worrld. 

She was an energetic, cul¬ 
tured woman who came from an 
unusual family; her father was a 
wealthy man and her mother 
was of Huguenot descent. 

The diaries reveal her as a girl 
in Paris, a spinster in Brighton 
and on her six-month honey¬ 
moon tour of Europe. It records 
her attending election proces¬ 
sions in nearby Maidstone, 
and describes the excitement of 
regular trips to London to visit 
aunts and uncles in their grand 
homes at Regents Park and to 
Brighton to see new exhibi¬ 
tions and events. 

But it is the day-to-day ac¬ 
counts of life in a Kentish vil¬ 
lage which form the majority 
of the work. 

Louisa and husband Richard 
had six children whose lives 
took them out into the Empire. 

Prominent people of the day 
whom Louisa knew included 
Al fr ed Lord Tennyson, one of 
the most famous poets of the 
age. Another friend was Charles 
Kean, an actor famous for lavish 
Shakesperean productions. 

The work is an important one 
as the majority of the first- hand 
descriptions of life in Victorian 




times are the accounts of sol¬ 
diers, explorers or statesmen. 
Not so much exists of this sort 
of social history said Helen, who 
has written extensively on the 
history of Kent and its villages. 

“I have written an intro¬ 
duction to each of the decades 
which the diary covers but it is 
all Louisa’s words, so it really is 
history told at first hand,” said 
Helen. “We hear of the excite¬ 
ment of her first train ride, the 
arrival of the Penny Post, Ten¬ 
nyson coming to dinner and 
how she deals with servants. 

“There are also accounts of 
crime in the area, including 
robberies in other homes.

“Her life was clearly among 
the upper classes, she knew all 
the important county families 
of the time, although she was 
probably more intellectual 
than most, with a good com¬ 
mand of French. 

“We can see how hers was 
a life that encompassed the 
horse-drawn carriage era to 
the motor car, in the ‘upstairs- 
downstairs’ era of footmen, 
cooks, housemaids, skivvies, 
gardeners and farm labourers. 

“Louisa was both the be¬ 
nevolent mistress and one who 
could send a pregnant maid to 
the dreaded workhouse.” 

■ On November 20 we pub¬ 
lished a picture of a plaque 
commemorating the bomb¬ 
ing of Sturry in November, 
1941. It should have been 
credited to Pauline Louch. 
The photo is featured in the 
2012 calendar sold to raise 
funds for Friends of St Ni¬ 
cholas Church, Sturry.

Delivering better policing 


Medway's portfolio holder for community safety, CLlr Mike O'Brien, is 
looking forward to the election of a Police and Crime Commissioner 


NOVEMBER 15,2012, will be a 
significant turning point in the 
history of the police service. 

For the first time, residents 
across Kent and Medway will 
be asked to elect a Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) to 
represent our interests. 

The PCC will ensure public 
concerns are reflected in local 
policing priorities. Having a 
recognisable, directly-elected 
commissioner will empower 
the public and increase local 
accountability. But what will 
this mean in practice? 

Curently, responsibility for 
policing is shared between the 
chief constable, the Home Sec¬ 
retary and the police authority. 

Under the new system, the 
Home Office will withdraw from 
day-to-day police matters and 
instead of the current ‘invisible’ 
police authority an elected and 
mandated commissioner will 
set goals and priorities for our 
police force, enacted through 


the chief constable, according 
to the wishes of the public - a 
public the PCC will be account¬ 
able at the polling station. 

There will be much debate 
during the next 12 months over 
what these priorities should be. 

As the portfolio holder for 
community safety in Medway, 
here are some of the issues that 
I would like our commissioner 
to consider... 

While crime has fallen, there 
are concerns about serious 
crime and many are still wor¬ 
ried about anti-social behaviour 
in their neighbourhoods. This 
should be a major priority and, 
in conjunction with Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnerships, the 
PCC can reduce this blight on 
people’s lives. 

The commissioner should 
make it clear what we can ex¬ 
pect from a 21st century police 
force. For example, residents 
deserve clear minimum re¬ 
sponse times when they con¬ 


tact the police and for the re¬ 
sults of investigations. 

The PCC will be responsible 
for the enhancement of criminal 
justice delivery and community 
sentences need to be viewed as 
effective punishment. 

In partnership with courts, 
the commissioner can work to 
speed up the process, so those 
given a punishment in the morn¬ 
ing are doing that work in the 
community by the afternoon. 

More emphasis must be giv¬ 
en to the victims of crime, and 
we must drive down reoffend¬ 
ing rates, which are still unsat¬ 
isfactorily high compared to 
the rest of the country. 

Residents also want visible 
policing. I would like to see 
greater community involve¬ 
ment, with the introduction of 
incentives for residents to vol¬ 
unteer as special constables. 

All of this needs to be deliv¬ 
ered while being mindful of the 
financial constraints that we

all work within, keeping pre¬ 
cept increases to a minimum. 

Some have criticised commis¬ 
sioners because they believe it 
will politicise the police and cost 
too much. The police will con¬ 
tinue to be operationally inde¬ 
pendent. They are there to pro¬ 
tect the public and should not 
have political affiliation to any 
party - this will not change. 

In fact, chief constables will 
have greater professional free¬ 
dom to take operational deci¬ 
sions to meet the priorities set 
for them by their community - 
via their commissioner. 

While there is a cost with 
any change, let’s remember 
that police authorities cost the 
taxpayer £65 million per year 
and have spent £2 5m on ex¬ 
penses and allowances in the 
last three years. 

The commissioner will be the 
driving force for our local polic¬ 
ing priorities and will be good 
for Kent and Medway.

Greens boring 
me on fracking 

I’M pleased Kent County 
Council have had the wisdom 
to approve the trial boring for 
shale gas in east Kent. 

I recently attended an 
address on this subject from 
prominent science writer Matt 
Ridley, something of an expert 
on shale gas, and managed 
a few words with him 
afterwards about east Kent. As 
a result feel able to contribute 
to the ongoing debate. 

Small scale shale gas 
extraction started in America 
way back in the 40s, but was 
only been taken up on a larger 
scale in the 90s. Shale gas 
exists usually at a depth of 
5,000-15,000 ft. 

Coal-bed methane is gas 
trapped in coal; seams that 
can be tapped by similar 
methods. A vertical small shaft 
is drilled down into the shale 
rock and then a horizontal 
shaft. This is used for the frack¬ 


ing. Water, sand and some 
chemicals are pumped though 
small holes in the horizontal 
shaft to fracture the rock and 
release the gas. The water 
returns to the surface and 
can be reused or desalinated 
and disposed of - so there is no 
overall water depletion. 

Then the gas simply comes 
to the surface - for years. 

Although we don’t know for 
certain, indications are there’s 
sufficient deposits to keep us 
going for at decades, maybe 
centuries. 

This could be the answer to 
our ‘energy gap’. 

So why the fuss and 
scaremongering? The Greens 
have four main objections: 

1) That we may pollute the 
water supply - extremely 
unlikely has the gas extraction 
takes place way below aquifer 
level. The only danger would 
be a leak from the pipe as it 
passed though the aquifer. The 
pipes are encased in concrete 
and steel - how much would 
be determined by regulation. 

2) That fracking uses a 
secret mix of toxic chemicals - 
it’s no longer secret, the 
chemicals are a very diluted 
form of stuff found under any 
kitchen sink, are unlikely to 
leak and would pose little risk 
even if they did. 

3) That gas or methane 
will escape and has been seen 
to make tap water flammable - 
methane and other gas can 
and does ‘escape’ naturally 
into aquifers, a well-known 
phenomenon, not the result of 
gas production. 

4) That earthquakes may 
be caused - there is a tiny risk 
of tremors from any form of 
mining or tunnelling, but the 
possibility of a link with 
fracking in Lancashire was 
something of a one-off in 
special geologic circumstances, 
and pretty well a ‘first’ in years 
of gas extraction. 

Even better, gas from coal 
does not always need to be 
fracked at high pressure, and I 
need not remind that east Kent 
sits on a coalfield, meaning the 
chances of a good supply are 
quite high. 

Personally I’m getting fed up 
with continually being 
preached at by the Greens, 
who seem to be intent on the 
destruction of our way of life 
by opposing every practical 
and affordable means of power 
generation. 

I’m for shale and coal gas - 
and for the longer term? Well, 
for power generation I would 
suggest looking at nuclear.

Our natural resources won't 
last for ever, Chancellor told 
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THINK! Countryside campaigners are calling for a long-term view to development 


THE Autumn Statement from Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne has sparked 
widespread alarm that the Coalition 
Government is preparing to sacrfice 
the country’s natural environment and 
quality of life on the altar of economic 
development. 

Many commentators have interpret¬ 
ed Osborne’s comments regarding in¬ 
creased airport capacity as his warming 
to the idea of a massive new airport on 
the north Kent coast. 

Such a sceme would be potentially 
environmentally devastating to the 
county’s landscape and wildlife alike, 
while also bringing unprecedented 
levels of air and noise pollution. 

Jamie Weir, spokesman for Protect 
Kent, the county arm of the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England, said: “The 
sentence in the statement regarding a 
new hub airport in the South East is a 
real body-blow to all campaigners like 
ourselves who have been working hard 
to ensure that a madcap scheme such 
as the estuary airport never comes to 
fruition. 


“We hope the Chancellor and Prime 
Minister reconsider their ideas, espec¬ 
ially in light of the country’s carbon- 
reduction targets.” 

CPRE Protect Kent is also worried by 
Osborne’s thoughts on road-building 
and huge infrastructure projects. 

“We utterly fail to see how laying 
tarmac, which will likely lead to out- 
of-town shopping centres, is going to 
regenerate the economy in any kind of 
sustainable manner. It is extremely wor¬ 


rying to see this kind of short-term think¬ 
ing. We have been fighting a new lower 
Thames crossing for many years and it 
is worrying that the Government ap¬ 
pear to be committing themselves to this 
before any kind of detailed plans have 
undergone any kind of consultation. 

“This particular road-building 
scheme would be likely to have a deva¬ 
stating impact on the environment.” 

Kent Wildlife Trust has also attacked 
the Autumn Statement over plans to 


review legislation that protects impor¬ 
tant wildlife sites in England. 

“It seems the Chancellor is not con¬ 
tent with the massive shake-up of the 
planning system that is already under 
way. Now sites and species of European 
importance face an uncertain future in 
England. When will the Government 
recognise that our natural resources 
are finite?” said Wildlife Trusts chief 
executive Stephanie Hilborne. 

“The Wildlife Trusts are well known 
for taking a pragmatic and construc¬ 
tive stance in dealings with developers 
and local authorities on the ground and 
with the Government. Now we have 
lost patience with the Treasury. 

“The wrong outcome from this re¬ 
view risks driving a wedge between 
developers and conservationists at a 
time when we ought to be cooperating 
more than ever. 

“In recession we should look to 
the long term. The coalition govern¬ 
ment during the Second World War 
placed nature at the centre of post-war 
reconstruction.”

FOUR trainees will learn wildlife and conserva¬ 
tion skills thanks to a £150,000 grant by the 
Heritage Lottery fund under its Skills for the 
Future programme. 

The grant has been awarded to the Wildwood 
Trust at Flerne Common, Flerne Bay - 38 acres 
of ancient woodland used to save native and 
once native wildlife from extinction.

Uni ecology 
data course 
is a UK first 

THE University of Greenwich at Medway is 
Launching the UK’s first MSc Landscape EcoLogy 
with Geographical Information Systems (GIS) 
course in a bid to fill a growing skills gap. 

Landscape ecologists identify, monitor and 
map the spread of plants and the movements of 
wildlife across landscapes. 

Taking advantage of GIS computer mapping 
techniques, the landscape, plant and wildlife 
specialists can upload the information they have 
gathered in the field. 

This data is then shared and combined with 
information collated by other environmental and 
conservation experts working in the same or 
neighbouring areas of the country. 

The input of skilled landscape ecologists is 
now seen as an essential part of all environmen¬ 
tal, conservation and land management projects 
and many planning and land-use proposals. 

The new University of Greenwich course, 
which will be available part-time or full-time 
from September, 2012, has been designed in 
partnership with landscape management and 
ecological consultancies as well as professional 
organisations across the industry. 

Dr Meredith Williams, senior lecturer in the Uni¬ 
versity of Greenwich Centre for GIS and Remote 
Sensing, believes the course will be popular with 
companies and consultancies looking for staff 
training opportunities as well as full-time students. 

He said: "People working in the rapidly grow-

ing environmental, conservation and landscape 
management sector are increasingly required 
to understand and manage the wide range and 
quantity of data now available to them through 
GIS - but they don't need to be GIS specialists. 

"This new course brings together the estab¬ 
lished expertise from our MSc Environmental 
Conservation programme and our MSc GIS with 
Remote Sensing programme. 

"The new MSc Landscape Ecology with GIS will 
give landscape ecology practitioners and conser¬ 
vation managers an appreciation of the merits and 
Limitations of the information available to them; 
the skills they need to manage and make best use 
of that information; and the confidence to operate 
and manage their datasets."

Nick Ames Learns about Life on the high seas in a remarkabLe book 



LIFE ON THE WATER: Captain Peter RusseLL has Led a varied and fascinating Life on the sea, and he shares his memories in his book, UnpLanned Passage 


A LIFE at sea has been documented 
by Captain Peter Russell, who first 
took to the waves in 19 50 and 
finally retired as Senior Pilot in 
the Port of London in 1999. 
Unplanned Passage tells the 
story of his voyage through life, including 
his apprenticeship, years in the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary and later work as a marine pilot. 

It’s a story of ships, large and small - and the 
many and varied characters who sail in them. 

“I have had a fairly eventful life and I wanted 
to document it,” said 
Capt Russell, who was 
born in 1934. “I think 
it is not very often that 
someone gets a job they 
have always wanted. 

“During my whole 
life it has been a 
pleasure for me to go to 
work and I think that is 
probably pretty rare. 

“I had a heart bypass 
operation in 1996 and 
it was then I decided to put pen to paper. 

“As a pilot I had detailed logs and accounts 
of what I did and I’ve always written letters, so 
I used them to bring back memories of where I 
was at what particular time.” 

Capt Russell grew up in Folkestone during 
the war years - and one of his earliest memories 
is being machine-gunned by a German aircraft. 

“I can still remember the tombstone in a 
churchyard that my father pushed me behind 
to get under cover,” he said. 

“I also remember that as a small boy all I 
wanted to do was go to sea and after I joined the 
Sea Cadets I got a four-year apprenticeship on 
board a ship called the Empire Byng. 

“We went out east and were delivering 
Sherman tanks during the Korean War. 

“After that I went into the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary and served for 11 years, but while at 
home on sick leave I saw an advertisement for a 
pilot’s job with Trinity House. 

“So I applied and that is what I did for 
the next 21 years - piloting ships around 
Dungeness and into the Thames estuary. I 
was taking them into all the ports... Dover, 


Folkestone, Ramsgate and Sheerness. Some of 
them were massive 300,000-tonne ships and I 
was working in all kinds of weather, some of it 
extreme. 

“I tell in my book about the risks in piloting 
and the conditions on board ships, the food, the 
duties and, of course, the people I served with. 

“In 1988 there was a reorganisation of 
Trinity House and I was employed by the Port of 
London Authority, again handling huge ships. 

“As a pilot for a total of 32 years, accounts 
I kept were there for reference. The letters I 
referred to I’d written to my parents and my 


wife. They certainly helped in writing the book.” 

In retirement, Capt Russell keeps his 
maritime connections. He is a member of 
Trinity House, London, a member of The 
Honourable Company of Master Mariners and 
a Life Governor of The Marine Society and Sea 
Cadets. 

From 1998 until 2000 he served as president 
of the Nautical Unit. 

Former Nautical Institute chief and fellow 
Master Mariner Julian Parker OBE writes in the 
foreword: “I would like a wide audience to share 
the experience of Unplanned Passage. There are 


so many lessons to pass on. It is too personal to 
be a novel. 

“The characters in a novel are imagined and 
do not have to be believed. Here, however, we 
have a real person, a family man, a mariner 
who reached the top of his profession, a 
charitable Rotarian who believed in enriching 
the community and a creative artist. This is also 
the story of how rewarding a life at sea can be.”

Romance-seekers lost in France 
somewhere on the way to Paris 


ELEGANT and chic, the French pride themselves 
on their reputation for romance. 

On a friend’s recommendation, my partner 
and I ventured into Medway seeking a cross- 
Channel experience of fine wine and cuisine. 

Rochester high street on a Saturday night can 
be daunting, but nestled past the neon lights 
and screeching miniskirt brigade we found 
Elizabeth’s of Eastgate. 

The attractive Tudor fagade led to a cosy inte¬ 
rior of low wooden beams and red-brick walls 
hung with bright abstract paintings. 

The friendly staff welcomed us and, although 
the single room quickly filled up, maintained 
their careful attention throughout. 

A large glass of Pinot Noir, selected from an 
extensive wine list, wasn’t cheap at £8.50, but it 
was smooth and fruity. 

The menu was simple but mouthwateringly 
appealing, with each course a fixed price of 
£7.95 for starters, £18.50 for mains and £6.50 
for desserts. 

Although each dish came with a nod to its 
French heritage, at the heart of the meal was 
good Kentish food. A member of Produced in 
Kent, the restaurant sources its food from local 
markets and suppliers wherever possible. 

Used to year-round supermarket freshness, I was 
surprised but pleased when the waiter advised us

the runner beans were coming out of season and 
recommended choosing a different side dish. 

Sadly, however, the plate of spinach (£3) we 
selected was adequate but uninspired. 

Having ordered, we were greeted with a bread 
basket and coffee cups of spicy vegetable soup 
“compliments of the chef’. Perhaps I’m a sucker 
for a freebie, but small gestures such as these 
help offset the guilt of splashing out for a nice meal. 
That said, I did eye enviously the complimentary 
olives the table next to us also received. 

Arriving quickly, my starter of delicately thin 
beef carpaccio with truffle oil and shaved Parme¬ 
san was tasty but paled in comparison with my 


partner’s roast pigeon breast with a dollop of 
apricot-and-tarragon stuffing and game jus. 

My main course of half-roast Kent pheasant 
came with a divine vanilla mash, assorted vege¬ 
tables, whisky sauce and a circle of rilletes 
wrapped in a bitter cabbage which, on reflection, 
was probably for decoration, not eating. 

My partner opted for the chargrilled pave of 
local beef, served with dauphinoise potatoes and 
a green peppercorn sauce. Pave refers to the cut, 
not the size, and the beef quickly vanished, un¬ 
like my generous portion of pheasant, which 
was a little too dry. Although initially suspicious 
of her beetroot sorbet, my partner finished it with 
gusto, along with a rich baked chocolate tart. 

The vanilla creme brulee with raspberries was 
crisp and sweet. A cafetiere of coffee came with a 
selection of petit fours, rounding off the meal 
perfectly at £2.75 each. 

The final bill came to £79.40, excluding tip. 
Not an everyday night out, not quite the Parisi¬ 
an experience we’d expected, either, but certain¬ 
ly worth a second look for a special occasion.

WINTER SECURITY 1 


Don’t let the Chistmas crooks ruin your holiday season 


DURING the long, dark nights, it is 
time to think about the security of 
your home as the early nights make it 
easier for burglars to operate. 

Christmas is a time for giving - but 
in recent years it has been increasing¬ 
ly a time for taking, too, as unscrupu¬ 
lous criminals take advantage of the 
season of goodwill. 

The longer hours of darkness give 
a greater chance of concealment for 
thieves, who can target properties 
- they know there may be presents 
around which could be a tempting 
target, and with many people out 


partying or visiting, homes can be 
empty during the evenings on a more 
frequent basis than usual. 

Police say that if you can look 
through the window and see a whole 
range of presents under the tree, so 
can a passing thief - so it is important 
to keep presents out of sight. 

A break-in at Christmas will ruin 
the festive season and cause immense 
grief and heartache, so here is some 
advice on keeping the home safe. 

Of course, it is important to have 
good-quality locks, but you can re¬ 
duce your risk of suffering a burglary 


by just taking a few simple measures: 

■ Lock all doors and windows when 
you go out at night. 

■ Ensure multi-point door locks are 
fully activated while you are out and 
while you are sleeping by lifting the 
handle and turning the key. 

■ Draw your curtains after dark if you 
go out, and leave a light on. 

■ If you are out of the house after dusk, 
use timer switches to automatically 
turn lights on in the house or porch 
to give the impression occupants are 
entering and leaving rooms in a nor¬ 
mal way throughout the evening. 


■ Don’t just leave a hall light on as an 
observant intruder will guess that you 
are not living solely in the hallway. 

■ If you have a house alarm, set it 
overnight to cover downstairs. 

■ Don’t leave door or car keys in sight 
of windows or within reach of doors 
where they can be hooked through 
the letterbox. 

■ Lock away garden tools that could 
be used to force entry. 

■ Beware of bogus callers. Check the 
identity of a caller with the door safety 
chain on, or use a spy hole. 

■ External security lighting, with 


infra-red sensors, 
will not only detect 
intruders but will 
also allow you to 
approach and see if 
anyone is lurking. 

■ Talk to your 
neighbours about 
when you are going out so that if they 
are at home they can keep an eye out. 
Then offer to do the same for them. 

■ If you are gone for the holidays, get 
a trusted friend to pay a few visits. 
They can then get rid of any tell-tale 
build-up of mail.

Market shows glimmer of growth 


BRITAIN'S biggest building society is predicting 
no interest rate rise until 2013 but small falls in 
house prices in the coming months after a 
recent survey of the market. 

Nationwide's forecasts came as it reported 
a rise in profits for the six months ending 
September 30, which was helped by a 48 per 
cent increase in mortgage Lending. 

The society, which provides home loans to 
more than one million UK housebuyers, said 
that during the period it lent more than 
£1.2 billion to some 10,000 first-time buyers - 
up 3 per cent on the same period Last year. 

This is good news for the sluggish market as 
any movement in homes transactions is a 


postive step. The Government has also 
announced several initiatives to boost the 
market, including a mortgage indemnity 
scheme that Lets Lenders offer 95 per cent Loans 
on new-build homes, which should cut the 
deposit that housebuyers need. 

Chris Rhodes, Nationwide's product and 
marketing director, said the initiatives were "not 
going to set the market alight" but any stimulus 
to the property business “has got to be good 
news, however small you might see it". 

He said those saving for a deposit should be 
given more help through higher tax-free Isa 
Limits. Nationwide wants the annual cash Isa 
Limit of £5,340 increased to £10,680.

DOWNSIZING has been a buzzword for the past 
few years, given emphasis by the economic and 
ecological downturn. 

So Renault - with an illustrious history in 
the small car sector - probably thought it had 
it cracked by launching the Twingo city car 
here in 2007 - just as the recession unleashed 
its fury. 

But the French marque failed to realise that 
many downsizers wanted to keep some of the 
comfort and style of their bigger cars. 

Though three-door only, the car’s practicality 
was beyond dispute; the cabin was spacious and 
the 50/50 split sliding rear seats were brilliant, 
allowing young families to quickly customise 
rear seat/boot space according to the journey. 

But the Twingo was a bit plain inside and out. 

Fortunately, sportier models added spice 
with extra power and cosmetic flair and some 
of that je ne sais quoi has now transferred to a 
facelift across the Renault baby’s line-up due in 
January, priced from £8,995 and well specified 
as standard. 

They certainly deliver far more impact on the 
eye, as one of Renault’s design chiefs explained:

This will chime with those seen as the car’s 
core customers, city-based women, who will 
like the bright new bright hues and roof decals 
allowing the car to be customised more like the 
BMW Mini and Fiat 500. 

But what about the boys? Well, they haven’t 
been forgotten, as I found when I tried the 
limited edition Twingo Renaultsport 133 
Silverstone GP (£14,995) flagship. 

It’s a point-and-shoot pocket rocket in the 
tradition of the marque’s 5 Turbo and Clio 
Williams, and looks the part with its fearsome 
black grille, though the younger generation 
drawn to it might then have problems with the 
22E insurance group. 

They could be happy to weigh that though 
against the car’s affordability and generous kit 
plus the fact that despite a lowered and grippy 
Renault Cup chassis - with extra wide track, 
stiffer springs and low profile black alloys - it is 
not the bone shaker you might expect. 

Diesels are usually too heavy and expensive 
for small cars, but the Twingo powertrains are 
exclusively petrol, thank goodness, and modest 
on road tax and fuel.

Citroen making a welcome 
return to former DS glories

WE HAVE witnessed a return to one of the 
heydays of Citroen’s past, when the innovative 
French brand attracted buyers at both ends of 
the spectrum. 

This was in the 1950s when Citroen sold the 
legendary 2CV budget car alongside its luxuri¬ 
ous DS. 

With the revival of the famous DS branding - 
French enunciation of those initials is a pun on 
the Gallic word for goddess - via the Mini-bash¬ 
ing DS3 in 2010, and then the DS4 family hatch 
this year, the marque has again created a line-up 
to please both ends of the buying spectrum. 

This will be even more evident early next year 
when it launches the impressive DS5. 

It has a design said to be inspired by the world 
of aviation and the line-up includes an innova¬ 
tive diesel-electric hybrid model. 

The DS5 has already been voted Family Car of 
the Year by BBC Top Gear Magazine at its prestig¬ 
ious 2011 awards: “The DS5 is a well-grounded, 
slick, futuristic machine, both inside and out. 

The inside is quirky but rational, exciting but 
functional and put together with considerable 
care, just like the rest of the car. And that makes 
it very pleasing indeed. 

All of which goes to show that because the 
DS5 isn’t a half-hearted copy of a German sa¬ 
loon, it’s the better for it.”

The DS3 won both Top Gear’s Small Car of the 
Year and overall Car of the Year accolades in 
2010, and Citroen UK managing director Linda 
Jackson said: “Standing out from the crowd with 
its unique looks, Citroen flair and innovative 
Hybrid4 technology, the new DS5 is about an 
outstanding motoring experience for the whole 
family to enjoy.” 

The DS5 Hybrid4 is tipped to do well in both pri¬ 
vate and business sectors thanks to its fuel econo¬ 
my, low C02 emissions making it exempt from 
road tax and London congestion charge, plus a 
benefit-in-kind taxation rate of just 10 per cent. 

It is also likely to be a versatile car with 2 OObhp 
on tap thanks to the diesel engine being part¬ 
nered with electric power that also endows the 
car with all-wheel drive. Conventional diesels 
will also be available with prices for the DS5 
range tipped to start at around £22,500. 


New Civic's new-year debut 


HONDA'S ninth generation Civic hits 
showrooms after Christmas and is 
arguably the most stylish so far. 

Without throwing away the futuristic 
good looks of its predecessor, Honda 
designers have managed to make it 
more of a crowd-pleaser this time, 
adding to its other big appeal - it is 
made in the UK at Swindon. 

However, while Honda purused a 
similar course on design, it has taken 
a new tack on safety inside and out, 
with additional attention to distributing 
impact forces away from the cabin and 
also working to protect of pedestrians 
and cyclists in an accident, with fea¬ 
tures such as windscreen wiper pivots 
designed to break away on impact, and 
energy absorbing front wing mounts. 

Prices for this descendant of the 
original 1972 Civic start at £16,495 and 
the engine options at launch are 1.4 or 
1.8 petrol, or 2.2 diesel, with a fuel-sav¬ 
ing stop/go system on manual versions. 

A five-inch dashboard screen shows 


mpg, stop/go status, climate and audio 
settings. There is also an ECON mode 
to save fuel as seen on the Jazz Hybrid 
and Insight. 

The flagship for now will be the 
£26,595 diesel 2.2 i-DTEC EX GT. 

Honda hasn’t revealed whether it will 
top that with a Type-R performance 
flagship to replace the current version, 
but some bets are on a proposed hot 
Mugen version of the CR-Z hybrid coupe 
taking over the Type-R's role in the 
marketplace. 

Standard kit on entry level Civic SE 
models includes that dashboard screen 
as well as 16-inch alloys, automatic 
air-conditioning and USB connectivity 
for compatible MP3 audio devices. 

At the other end of the range in EX 
GT trim, buyers get keyless entry/igni¬ 
tion, front and rear parking sensors, bi¬ 
xenon headlights and lumbar support, 
panoramic glass roof, 17-inch alloys, 
privacy glass and auto-dimming rear 
view mirror.

Dispute over village green continues 
to threaten an historic cricket club

THE future of cricket on Bearsted Green 
remains at risk from health and safety 
issues, despite the success of a Face- 
book campaign which attracted more 
than 1,200 signatures in just four days, 
including a number of high-profile former 
international players. 

Bearsted Cricket Club fear they may be 
forced to leave their home since 1749 be¬ 
cause of the menace of legal action from 
local residents, who claim balls landing on 
their properties could cause serious injury. 

"There is a serious risk one of the indi¬ 
viduals [living by the green] will take us to 
court," first team captain Andrew Dampier 
said. "They have threatened this already 
on many an occasion. If we were stopped 
the club would fold after 262 years. As for 
the green, who knows what it would be 
used for." 

Bearsted Parish Council are trying 
to resolve the dispute, which has been 
rumbling for a number of years at a cost of 
thousands of pounds in legal fees. 

Its chairman, Chris Dyke, said: "The 
problems started when we had Music 
on the Green," he said, referring to 
a festival which ran for 12 years

until the 2011 event was cancelled. 

"A number of residents weren't keen 
on having music on the green and they 
started to raise all sorts of queries with 
the borough [Maidstone Borough Council]. 
We found ourselves having to provide all 
kinds of paperwork and we pulled the 
plug for fear we'd incur costs if we had to 
cancel at a week's notice." 

This opened what Dyke called "Pando¬ 
ra's box" and the parish council are now 
trying to update the cricket club’s lease. 

Dyke believes the club were upset by 
some of the things they saw in the first 


draft of the lease but says "my job is to 
iron these out" and is confident he will. 

"Cricket has been on there for 261 
years and I think it will probably be there 
for another 261, but people are also enti¬ 
tled to worry about being hit by 
cricket balls," he said. 

The club made national headlines in 
September when Dampier and his brother 
Ian, both off-duty police officers, arrested 
Maria Chiappini, who lives in a property 
adjoining the green, after she invaded the 
pitch during a match to protest about balls 
landing in her garden. Mrs Chiappini, who 
also claimed she was abused by a player, 
was detained for several hours and fined 
£80, though she appealed and has lodged 
a complaint about her treatment. 

Dampier's Facebook campaign to Save 
Bearsted Cricket Club attracted the 
backing of cricketers past and present, 
including Kent's Matt Coles plus former 
internationals Sir Ian Botham, Jonathan 
Agnew, Alan Butcher and David Lloyd. 

The owner of Maidstone-based Lashings 
World XI David Folb has also added his 
support, offering to send a team of former 
internationals to the green next summer.

Grateful Nouble leaves door open 
for Gills comeback as loan ranger

FRANK Nouble’s loan spell at Priestfield ends 
this weekend but the striker has not ruled out a 
return to Gillingham if West Ham want to loan 
him out again this season. 

By his own admission the 20-year-old had 
needed some convincing that a move into League 
Two would be beneficial, but Nouble has been 
a big hit since joining on an initial one-month 
loan in September. 

Scoring on both his first appearance at 
Hereford United and home debut against Burton 
Albion a week later, the Londoner made an in¬ 
stant impact. 

With five goals in 11 starts before Saturday’s 
home game against Bristol Rovers, he has found 
the net more times than at West Ham and his 
five other loan spells put together. For his part, 
Nouble credits Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler for 
the success during the three-month stay. 

“I’m just happy the manager has given me the 
confidence to play, that’s the main thing,” he 
said. “I’m really thankful to him for that and I’m 
really happy I’ve given him something back. I’m 
happy I’ve done well here and I can go back to 
my parent club and do well there as well.” 

The highly-rated forward is keen to return 
to Upton Park and force his way into Sam Al- 
lardyce’s side, who are fighting for promotion in 
the Championship. 

But Nouble would rather play regularly on 
loan than sit on the bench for the Hammers and 
if another temporary spell away from east Lon¬ 
don was an option he admits a return to Gilling¬ 
ham would be a genuine prospect. 

“Compared to all the other loans this has been 
the best so far. Gillingham’s a really good club 
and I don’t think they deserve to be in League 
Two, so hopefully at the end of the season they 
can get the promotion they all want,” he said. 

“[Another loan] is always a possibility. When 


you’re young you just want to play games. I’m 
not one for wanting to sit on the bench and 
watch. I want to learn. [Gillingham] would 
definitely be an option, I’ve done well here and if 
they came in again I would definitely look at it.” 

The sentiment will have been welcomed by 
Hessenthaler, who has used Nouble to good ef¬ 
fect as both an orthodox striker and out wide. 

The Gills boss is keen on adding to his strike- 
force when the January transfer window opens 
to cope with the loss of both Nouble and fellow 
loanee Jo Kuffour. 

It is hoped Kuffour’s deal will be extended in 
the new year, but Hessenthaler would be de¬ 


lighted to have Nouble in the squad for the sec¬ 
ond half of the season. 

“Frank’s had a massive impact, a great lad to 
work with and he has all the attributes to be a 
top player,” he said. 

“I think he’s out of contract at the end of 
the season, so who knows where his future lies. 
We can’t do anything until January, it all de¬ 
pends on what Big Sam’s thinking about the 
lad’s future. 

“We’ll wait and see, I wouldn’t disregard him 
because he’s done great for us. I’d see if they 
want to let him out again, he’d have a few takers 
at our level because he’s made an impact.”

Beware the free 
Lunch brigade 

THE following scene takes place 
in the well-appointed boardroom 
of a middle-ranking non-league club, 
somewhere in Kent around a year ago. 

An array of light snacks and drinks, both 
alcoholic and soft, has been laid out for 
guests, officials and visiting directors. 

The visiting directors sweep in and ex¬ 
amine the food with the tact and delicacy 
of Gordon Ramsay, poised to humiliate 
some cowering underling. 

It is no exaggeration to say they are 
genuinely outraged by what they have 
been offered. "Is that it?" one splutters. 

"You just can’t get away with this," an¬ 
other says. "This is completely unaccept¬ 
able. We’re a big club you know." 

The visiting entourage sweep out of 
the boardroom in the highest of dudgeon 
and are forced to slum it with the plebs 
elsewhere in the ground, where the food 
on offer consists of the cardiac-compro¬ 
mising fare you typically find at grounds. 

There is a school of thought that argues 
if someone offers you a free meal, you 
might not necessarily have to enjoy it but 
you should at least be grateful and that 
complaining is bad form. 

In the arcane world of non-league 
football however, the importance of a free 
lunch can’t be overstated. Quite why it’s 
so important isn’t entirely clear, although 
one explanation is that the game is riddled 
with gluttonous directors, spuriously-ti¬ 
tled officials and (certain) members of the 
press who feel they have a divine entitle¬ 
ment to a complimentary nosebag. 

Quite where this convention came from 
isn’t entirely clear. It is true a club can do 
wonders for its public relations by provid¬ 
ing influential hacks and FA apparatchiks 
with freebies, but at non-league level you 
have to wonder just how much there is to 
be gained. 

I once covered a game at Margate and 
even as a confirmed non-gourmet I was 
staggered by the free food afterwards, 
which was comparable to anything I’d had 
when lucky enough to work at Lord's or 
the Emirates. I left Hartsdown Park with a 
glowing view of Margate FC, but was un¬ 
able to work out how I'd be able to make 
any reference to the excellence of their 
catering in the match report I had to write, 
or how much it was costing them. 

At a time when football clubs are 
finding it even more difficult than usual 
to break even, the hospitality budget is 
an obvious candidate for the axe, but 
clubs do so at their peril. 

At a recent meeting of a middle-ranking 
Football League member, the clubs were 
treated to a lecture. 

"I quite often feel like taking my wife to 
a game," an official said. "But when I get 
there I find there's nothing to eat other 
than sausage rolls and vol-au-vents, 
so please remember the importance 
of a good spread." 

Indeed. Remember those 
less fortunate than yourselves 
this Christmas.
